Three western councils get together 





STUDY OF BAYSIDE ORDERED 
Lack of public 
access IS a 
major concern 


Altona, .Williamstown and Werribee 
Councils have begun a $15,000 study of 
Bay foreshores in the west. 


The councils agreed to go ahead with the 
study at a recent meeting. 


Williamstown Council’s representative on the Western 
Region Commission, Cr. Leo Hoffmann, said the study 
would concentrate on the Bay environment, with emphasis 
on “reconciling the conflicting pressures”. 


The region’s executive secretary, Mr. John Thompson, 
told the Star the study would include a review of foreshore 
development and proposed development. ” 


‘tt will assess the demands and pressures 





on the foreshore, and

The councils have ap- 
pointed consultants Liewe- 
lyn-Davis Kinhill, and 
advised the firm to begin 
immediately. 

The study is being fi- 
nanced under the former 
Whitlam Government's fi- 
nancial initiatives. 

The consultants — will 
also review existing plan- 
ning and administration of 
the foreshore areas. 

The study will be super- 
vised by representatives of 
the three councils, the 
Western Region Commis- 
sion, the Port Phillip 
Authority and the Centre 
for Environmental Studies. 

The consultants — will 
consider the views of vari- 
ous interest groups in- 
cluding yacht clubs, 
conservation groups and 
fishing clubs.

Mr. Little added that the 
State Government had 
committed itself to clean- 
ing up Port Phillip Bay by 
1982, but money was not 
coming through fast 
enough.

arbitrary move by the Al- 
tona Council. 

“I know it was against 
Mrs. Spacek’s wishes, it 
is against ours, and 
against anyone else’s who 
is connected with the 
kinder,” she said, 

“Mrs, Spacek is so 
ood with the children, 
and teaches them so 
much, that primary 
schoo] teachers fight to 
get the kids she” has 
trained. ve 

“She is very popular, 
and the children love 
cher.” 

Mrs. D’Arcy said the 
council has given no 
“real” reason for the 
transfer, and Mrs. Spacek 
had been notified of the 
move by telephone. 


« She will be replaced by 
Miss Valerie Bacon, who 
has been at the Fifth Av- 
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enue kindergarten for 


five years. 


“Apparently the mes- 
sage was that a decision 
had suddenly been made 
to shift the kindergarten 
directors around every 
five-years... 


“But no other kinders 
have had any changes 
made to their staffs. 


“St must be understood 
that we have absolutely. 
no argument with Miss 
Bacon. I believe she is 
also unhappy with the 
move. 

“What is mystifying, 
too, is the fact that the 
Altona Council claims it 
has nothing to do with 
the moves... 


“We have sent in a 
petition, signed by 120 
parents, pleading for the 
council to reconsider its 
decision. 


"The reply, refusing to 
meet a deputation from 


the centre, stated that the|¥ 


transfer was a Depart- 
ment of Health decision. 

“However, when we 
contacted the depart- 
ment, it knew nothing 
about the matter, and 
said all moves of this 
type were the responsi- 
bility of the council. 

“We have heard that 
one of the reasons Mrs. 
Spacek was being trans- 
ferred was that: Teach- 
ers get toa possessive if 
they stay in one place’ 
too long.”

“Has the river burst its banks?” motorists 
asked as we warned them against trying to 
drive through. It hadn't; but the water running 
into it, over the banks, made it appear it had. 


The date? ... Decem- 
ber 29 last year. The flood 
reached its peak about 9 
p.m., with cars stranded in 
the middle. 

In one sat a_ petrified 
Fred Finn, of Williams- 
town, retired from the 
railways for 25 years. He 
had been there about three 
hours, after his car stalled 
when the ignition was 
flooded, we later found. 

It was about 8.30 p.m, 
when 1 reached him, 
with the water swirling 
around his knees. He re- 
fused to leave the car, 
despite the water rising 
at a frightening rate. 

But he agreed to give 
me his keys, with his 
RACV membership details 
on them, so I could send 
for help. 


PUSHED QUT 

A wilting motorist was 
faking these details to call 
for help when I tooked up 
and saw his car being 
pushed from the flood by 
four young people — Mr 
and Mrs John Gilmore, of 
Spotswood; Mr John 
Heinrich, of Newport; and 
my 16-year-old daughter, 
Helen. 

His car had been sta- 
tionary so long the motor 
started at the first touch.

So the police — from 
Williamstown at_ their 
end and from the Mobile 
Traffic Squad at the 
Footscray end — took 
the only action they 


could, ordering people 
not to try to drive 
through. 


By early the next morn- 
ing the road was com- 
pletely dry. 
and water marks on walis 
and fences marked how 
high the water had been.

a fan-shaped brown patch 
in the bay, where the 
rivers enter it. 


Earlier, when first the 
flash-flooding began, po- 
lice had blocked the- inter- 
section of Mason Street 
and Melbourne Rd., New- 
port, after water almost a
